Speaking Of Your Health

If you brush your hair IOO strokes a 
day to make it healthy, you are 
deluding yourself. 
Despite the lustre of the head’s 
crowning glory, hair is not alive, 
Rather is it as dead as rope. 
It is impossible to nourish and feed 
hair with hormones, proteins, lemon 
juice and bizarre concoctions. 
People cannot be positively iden­ 
tified by hair, contrary to popular 
belief. 
The force applied by the overactive 
use of a comb can be destructive to 
hair. 
These are but a few of the opinions 
arrived at by physicans, research 
scientists and skin specialists who met 
recently at a conference devoted ex­ 
clusively to the subject of HAIR. 
The’American Medical Association 
sponsored the meeting in an effort to 
expose some of the myths and fancies 
about hair. 
The mystique of hair, its splendor, 
its 
balding 
process, 
its 
social 
significance, and the rules 
for 
preserving it were discussed by this 
august body of investigators. 
They definitively said that repeated 
washing of the hair does not contribute 
to baldness. It was thought that this 
idea had to be shattered because it was 
such a common misconception. 
One of the committee members 
answered the question, “How often 
should the hair be shampooed?” by 


saying, “If you have very oily hair you 
may shampoo daily. 
“ If you have very dry hair you can 
go four to seven days if there is no 
unusual exposure to dirt. The best 
general rule is to wash your hair when 
it looks and feels dirty. 
“ If the hair is very oily, wear it 
short. It’s easier to manage.” 
Unfortunately for those who are 
threatened by the male-type pattern 
baldness, the answer is still evasive. 


Travelers to foreign countries, 
especially in the sub-tropical areas, 
are rightfully concerned about the 
intestinal symptoms so many people 
develop. 
Diarrhea is undoubtedly the most 
frequent symptom associated with 
these intestinal disturbances and 
forms of dysentery. 
Americans traveling 
to 
these 
countries are advised to avoid buying 
non-prescription, over-the-counter 
medicines. Many of these products 
contain a drug that may be harmful, 
and have hazardous side-effects. 
The drug, iodo-chlor-hydroxy-quin, 
is an ingredient in dozens of patent 
medicines. It is to be avoided. 
This is the advice of Dr. G. F. 
Oakley, Jr., of the Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta. 
Make note of this ingredient and be 
sure that no medicine that you buy 
contains it.

A marketbasket of U.S. fartn- 
produced food, theoretically a year's 
supplv for a typical household, cost 
$ 1,629 at retail stores in September, the 
department said Thursday. 
That was down $24 from the annual 
late in August, the first dip in a year 
and the biggest onc*monlh decline 
since August 1951». 
The farmer’s share of the market­ 
basket dropped $95 during the month. 
But middlemen who process and sell 
food did not pass along most of the de- 
clti <* to consumers. 
As .» result, the margin between 
what fau«iers get for raw products and 
the cost <4 rood to consumers increased 
$71 from August to September. Far­ 
mers wound up in September with $744 
as their share of the marketbasket 
value, while 'Middlemen got $885. of­ 
ficials said. 
Put another way, the retail cost of 
the annual marketbasket declined 1.5 
per cent during the month; the farm 
value dropped 11.3 per cent; and the 
n iddleman market rose 8.5 per cent. 
‘Jm reases in marketing spreads 
were especially sharp for beef, pork, 
eggs, bakery and cereal products, and 
fats and oil products,” the department 
said.

Fight For 
Survival

Living in one of the harshest regions 
of the world, the Eskimo fights for 
survival. 
Originally a hunting people, modern 
civilization has killed off the once 
great numbers of bowhead whales, 
musk oxen, walrus and caribou upon 
which the Eskimos depended for food, 
clothing and shelter. Even many of the 
Eskimo’s once-valued sled dogs have 
been traded in for a snowmobile. 
For a brief period, the proud and 
resourceful Eskimos found work as 
laborers on radar sites on the Distant 
Early Warning (D EW ) Line stations. 
But these jobs, too, have ended. 
With plentiful game populations a 
distant memory and modern jobs 
lacking, the Eskimo today is lost in a 
limbo between the past and present. 
Sociologists ask whether the Eskimo 
can survive this cultural and physical 
uprooting.

That was down $24 from the annual 
late in August, the first dip in a year 
and the biggest one-month decline 
since August 1956. 
The farmer's share of the market- 
basket dropped $95 during the month. 
But middlemen who process and sell 
food did not pass along most of the (le­ 
ch. o to consumers. 
As a result, the margin between 
what fainters get for raw products and 
the cost <>i f(H»d to consumers increased 
$71 from August to September. Far­ 
mers wound up in September with $744 
as their share of the marketbasket 
value, while middlemen got $885. of­ 
ficials said. 
Put another way, the retail cost of 
the annual marketbasket declined 1.5 
per cent during the month; the farm 
value dropped 11.2 per cent; and the 
middleman market rose 8.5 per cent. 
“ Increases in marketing spreads 
were especially sharp for beef, pork, 
eggs, bakery and cereal products, and 
fats and oil products,’’ the department 
said.

Seventy minutes later, the grim­ 
faced congressmen left. Newsmen 
many of them awakened at 5 a.m. 
were waiting to fire a volley of ques­ 
tions. 
It was. House Speaker Carl Albert 
responded, 
“ only a precautionary 
alert ... the emphasis is on diplomacy 
at this time.” 
As Nixon and Kissinger returned to 
the Oval Office to review the messages 
from Moscow and other capitals, 
Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren was told to stress to reporters 
that

merely 
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precautionary.

Kissinger should go through with a 
news conference that had been 
scheduled before the crisis flared. And 
it was decided that Nixon should make 
a public appearance. 
Four hours later, just as Nixon 
sought, the United Nations Security 
Council voted unanimously to dispatch 
a peacekeeping force to the Mideast — 
minus any forces from the Soviet 
Union or United States. 
The President and his Secretary of 
State could relax a bit. 
Almost precisely 24 hours after the 
Soviet ambassador had arrived at the 
State

Nixon

Kissinger stepped from the Ov al Office 
onto the South I .awn. 
There, as the afternoon sun slanted 
through towering trees turned orange 
and gold with autumn, they walked in 
quiet conversation about the day they 
moved almost to the brink and back.

Brown Says Environment May 
Take Back Seat To Energy 


KATON, Ohio (AP) 
U. S. Rep. 
Clarence 
J. 
Brown. 
R-Ohio, 
said 
Thursday it may be necessary to relax 
environmental safeguards to combat 
the fuel crisis. 
"It will be necessary for all of us to 
conserve and equitably distribute 
bort oil supplies for the present," 
Brown told a meeting of the Southwest 
Ohio Technical Symposium on Knergy 
and the Environment. 
"There probably also will lie the 
necessity in the short run to relax 
environmental restrictions to make 
use of other energy resources," he 
added. 
Brown said the U. S. must develop 
new domestic supplies of oil and 
natural gas in the immediate future. 
Rut he said iii the long run, the nation 
will have to research new energy 
sources, which are most efficient and 
less environmentally degrading. 
In his address. Brown also said 
recently adopted Arab oil policies, 
which will cut into ti. S. imports, are 
anet he! good reason for broad federal 
fuel allocation authority, 


Brown was referring to mandatory 
furl allocation legislation which he 
successfully helped shepherd through 
both houses of Congress. 
'File Congressional measure would 
require the President to develop an 
allocation program for all oil products 
from crude oil to gasoline. 
The administration’s bill deals only 
with middle distillate fuels such as 
heating oil and jet fuel. 
Brown said the all-inclusive nature 
of the Congressional proposal would 
increase 
Presidential 
flexibility 
by 
giving the President authority to cut 
across complex lines of oil production 
to ensure that overproduction of one 
product would not lead to shortages in 
others.
